FEW SECURE PERMITS 


TO BUILD DURING 1912 


Poor Record Due, However, to 


Failure to Enforce Ordinance,! 
Which Seems to Have Become 
Dead Letter 


Evidently, the city ordinance, providing for the issuance of 


building permits, requires a little attention in the way of enforce- 
ment. This is indicated by the fact that the nvord of permits is- 
sued during the year 1912, just turned over to City Auditor E. O. 
Evans, shows that a grand total of seven person;, complied with the 
ordinance and secured the necessary license to cither erect new 
buildings or remodel old ones. 


This record, at first glance, is a surprise and tends to indicate 


that the carpenters had a very lean year iu Coshoeton during-1912. 
The record would also make a mighty poor advertisement 
for a 


live, wideawake city, like Coshoeton. providing, of course, that it 
were a bonafide one.

Coshoctou doubtless has had busier building years than 1912 


but a glance over the city will prove that the year just closed has 
not been au unusually poor one for the building fraternity. 
Xot 


considering the new homes in Clowville. which are as yet outside 
the corporation, there has been a considerable amount of building- 
in Coshoetou during the year. In addition, the new buildings are 
mostly of the better class, substantial homes.

all builders complied with the or- 
dinance, the list of permits should 
have reached -fifty, at the lowest 
calculation, while it might

Penalty Provided 


The ordinance provides that a 


permit is necessary for any new 
building or addition to fhe value 
of -$100. The minimum charge for 
these permits is $1.25. A penalty 
is provided for neglect to secure 
the permit but evidently has nev-

Some Opposition 


There is known to be consider- 


able opposition to the ordinance 
but why this should prevent the 
oifieials from enforcing the ordin- 
ance, has not been explained. It 
is likely that the small fee and 
small amount of time necessary to 
secure permits are the principal 
causes for the kiekinsr.

Greece, which did not sign the armis- 
tice protocol, however, has continued 
lighting against Turkey, both on sea 
and land, -with varying success. 


Montenegro, also, which was nonv- 


nally a party to the armistice, has 
been engage-il in the interim in ir>any 
severe skirmishes v.-ith the

forming the garrison of the Turkish 
fortress of Scutari, which shows nc 
signs of yielding. 


H Is believed that the Ottoman 


troops there, most of whom form part 
of the regular array, are fairly well 
provided with food and ammunition, 
as Scutari was always a great center 
of (he grain trade and the Turks have 
a considerable arseuai there. 


Janir.a. in tbe south of "Epirus, was 


the rallying point for a large force of
